sociation. 

Harriman said that the world’s 
new imperialism, under the con- 
trol of the police state, has “sub- 
merged nearly all of eastern 
Europe” and “threatens to engulf 
Wherever there's dictatorship, 
whether it be under the guise of 
Communism o ism, there is 
a threat to the security and prog- 
ress of free men.” 

He forcefully directed atten- 
tion to the fact that “seizure of 
power can come by the use of 
military force from within or 
without, but more insidiously 
through the use of a new weapon 
—that of infiltration by seductive 
propaganda and false promises. 
We must recognize that this 
has had a measure of success in 
all countries including our own.’ 

Harriman declared the United 
States is “overwhelmingly the 
strongest power to meet this 
threat to our free institutions.” 

“Fortunately,” he said, “we have

Reject Mediation Outside 
U.N.—Gromyko 
Charges U. S. Seeks to 
By-Pass World Body.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. v., Aug. 19 
(AP) — The Indonesian Govern- 
ment charged today that the 
Dutch were determined to destroy 
the war-born East Indies republic. 

Taking the floor in the Securit 
Council after the Soviet Unten iad: 
accused the United States of mak- 
ing a “dangerous” ard disrespect- 
ful attempt to by-pass the United 
Nations, former Premier Sutan 
Sjahrir declared: 

“It is clear to us that Dutch 


military actions are aimed at the 
destruction of the republic. Sub- 
sequent Dutch professions of a 
desire to negotiate with us are 
neither understandable nor con- 
vineing. Everything points to one 
conclusion and one conclusion 
only, namely, that the Dutch are 
fully determined to put an end to 
the Indonesian republic.” 

Sjahrir, rejecting Dutch propo- 
sals for mediation outside the U.N., 
said hig country had no faith in 
the honesty of the Dutch Govern- 
ment and again appealed to the 
U.N, for investigation and arbi- 
tration. 

“Our apprehensions are by no 
Means set at ease even if such 
negotiations are begur under the 
good offices of some country such 
as the United States,” he said. 

Taken by U.S. as Rejection. 

After the Indonesian debate was 
adjourned until Friday, Herschel 
V. Johnson, deputy United States 
delegate, said he interpreted the 
Indonesian speech as an outright 
rejection of the American offer.

Mrs. Sell died last night in Wal- 
ther Memorial Hospital in Chica- 
go, about nine hours after she 
was found nude and unconscious 
amid packing boxes, crated furni- 
ture and gin bottles in her apart- 
ment at 3330 North Lake Shore 
drive, Chicago. 

Her hips and legs were badly 
bruised and her eyes were black- 
ened, police said. A preliminary 
medical report indicated she had 
suffered a fractured skull that 
could have been the result of a 
blow with a fist or blunt instru- 
ment. Police Capt. Thomas Harri- 
son said there was no indication 
that there had been a struggle.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 19— 
There has been no demand from 
low-income renters that the Legis- 
lature reconvene before next Jan- 
wary to consider new rent control 


legislation, Speaker Murray E. 
Thompson of the Missouri House 
of Representatives said today. 

“The only demand I have found 
is from persons living in apart- 
ment hotels in the large cities, 
particularly St. Louis,” Thompson 
said. 


“I have had some letters from 
them complaining about increases 
in rentals, but I haven’t had any 
from persons of small incomes, 
and as far as 1 can ascertain they 
are not demanding the Legislature 
take action before January.” 
Sees No Need for Special Session. 

The General Assembly will be 
in recess until Jan. 7, unless sum- 
moned back into session by Speak- 
er Thompson and Senator M. C. 
Matthes of Hillsboro, president 
pro tem of the State Senate, The 
speaker declared he sees no need 
at this time to reconvene fhe Leg- 
islature for any purpose before 
the recess expires. 

The only possible reason for & 
special session is to consider 
amending state laws in regard to 
evictions, Thompson declared. He 
said he had read newspaper stories 
of some hardships threatened by 
30-day evictions, but that he did 
not think the situation had be- 
come so acute as to demand im- 
mediate action by the Legislature. 

He added he thought the Legis- 
lature should look into this mat- 
ter when it returns, and make in- 
quiry into possibility of extending 
the time in which evictions are 
enforceable and of tightening 
legal reasons for evicting tenants. 

Local Problem, 


He Says. 

Thompson. also asserted that St. 
Louis and Kansas City may have 
local rent problems that are dif- 
ferent from those of the state as 
a whole, justifying the enactment 
of special state rent control laws 
applicable only to the two cities. 
This matter also can be consid- 
ered when the Legislature returns 
to work after its extended recess, 
he said. 

A request that the Legislature 
be called into special session to 
consider enabling legislation for a 
St. Louis municipal rent control 
ordinance was made by Represen- 
tative Joseph W. Murphy of St. 
Louis, after -Aayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann and Acting Mayor Charles 
E. Albanese refused to call a spe- 
cial session of the Board of Alder- 
men to take up rent control by the 
city. They cited an opinion by 
City Counselor George L. Stemm- 
ler ho'ding that the city lacked 
authority to contro! rentals, 

Murphy, a lawyer, said it was 
his opinion a constitutional rent 
control ordinance could be enact- 
ed under the city’s police powers, 
but suggested the Legislature pass 
an enabling act to remove any 
doubt.

Session Described as Stormiest in 10 Years 
—Shouts of ‘Communism’ Over Issue 
‘Proposed by Harris. 


Municipal rent control as a par- 
tial solution of the housing emer- 
gency was favored by the state 
American Legion convention to- 


day in a resolution adopted after 
what was described as the storm- 
jest session of a state convention 
in 10 years. 

Amid a bedlam of voices in 
which shouts of “Communism” 
were heard and Roberts’ rules of 
order were all but disregarded, 
State Commander Adrian L 
Bushman, St. Louis attorney, 
called for a roll call vote on the 
resolution, which carried by only 
65 votes—995 to 930. 
The resolution was submitted 
on the floor by Alderman Alfred 
I. Harris, leader of the rent con- 
trol movement in the St. Louis 
Board of Aldermen and a conven- 
tion delegate representing Jerome 
L. Goldman Post No. 96. 

Most of the 45 minutes spent 
on the resolution was devoted to 
parliamentary wrangling over in- 
troduction of the proposal with- 
out preliminary consideration by 
the resolutions committee. Harris 
read the resolution after obtain- 
ing unanimous consent, then was 
ruled out of order by Bushman 
after the resolutions committee 
chairman said his committee had 
never received the resolution, 
Not Referred to in Report. 
Harris later told reporters he 
had given the resolution to a com- 
mittee assistant, and offered it on 
the floor only after the commit- 
tee finished its report with no 
reference to his proposal. 
During the floor discussion Neal 
Capaldo, secretary of the St. Louis 
Commanders’ Conference, shouted 
that “this housing problem goes 
deeper than it appears on the 
surface.“ 

“The American Veterans’ Com- 
mittee is conducting an initiative 
campaign for a rent controt ordi- 
nance in St. Louis,” Capaldo de- 
clared, I want to know whether 
this resolution would bind us to 
go along with the AVC, which is 
dominated by Communists. We 
want nothing to do with any 
group that even smelis of Com- 
munism, Comrades, beware!” 
Jerome F. Duggan, St. Louis at- 
torney, replied that Harris's reso- 
lution obviously bound the Legion 
to no other group and was clear 
in purpose. The resolution put 
the Missouri department on rec- 
ord as “approving and encourag- 
ing whatever municipal rent con- 
trol legislation is consistent with 
existing federal and state laws 
and designed to alleviate and 
remedy the evils attending the 
housing emergency.” 

State Commander Named. 

Raymond S. Roberts, Farming- 
ton attorney, was elected state 
commander as the three-day meet- 
ing at Hotel Jefferson neared a 
close today. He was the only can- 
didate, being nominated by Ray- 
mond F. McNally of St. Louis, who 
himself had been considered as a 
candidate. John G. Jeffries of 
Hannibal was named senior vice- 
commander. 
Other officers elected were: 
Tyree C. Derrick, St. Louis, judge 
advocate; Louis McGee, Kansas 
City, finance officer; William 
Kraemer, St. Louis, historian, and 
Pearl Waite, Jefferson City, ser- 
geant-at-arms. District vice com- 
manders elected were L. A. Treft, 
La Belle; Charles Lucas, Eldora- 
do Spring; Ben Manheimer, St.

Kefauver is out of the city. His 
secretary, Frank Brizzi, said 
Kirby asserted he had been 
elected President, but that the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
had asked him to allow President 
Truman two more years. Brizzi 
said Kirby told him he did not 
want to wait any longer, and 
wanted Kefauver's help in finding 
out if he actually had been 
elected.

CHARGE PERJURY

Based on Testimony 
Given Before Robert

KANSAS CITY, Aug. 19—A spe- 
clal Federal Grand Jury investi- 
gating vote frauds at the 1946 pri- 
reconvened today under cir- 
cumstances which indicated that 
one or more perjury indictments 
might be returned: some time to- 


y. 

If the indictments, which were 
under consideration when the jury 
recessed Aug. 8, Should be voted 
they would be based on certain 
testimony given the jury as it was 
preparing to indict Robert Mo- 
Kissick, brother af Henry McKis- 
sigk, Second Ward Democratic 
boss. Robert McKissick and five 
Negro political workers from the 
twenty-first precinct of that ward 
were indicted by the jury shortly 
before it recessed. 

The charges, technically based 
on conspiracy to deprive citizens 
of their constitutional rights and 
to defraud the Government, were 
based on testimony indicating 
that Robert McKissick, who served 
as precinct captain, hired a “fly- 
ing squadron” of Negro. ghost 
voters who voted under different 
names inevarious precincts of the 
second ward. ; 

Basis of 
The count in the indictment 
charging conspiracy to defraud 
the Government represents tam- 
pering with a Congressiona! of- 
fice. The vote fraud investigation 
is based on the primary contest 
between Enos A. Axtell and Con- 
gressman C. Slaughter, who 
was seeking renomination. Axtell, 
a hitherto political unknown, won 
the Democratic nomination with 
the blessing of President Truman 
and the backing of the Pender- 
gast organization and allied fac- 
tions, including the “Fifteenth 
Street” faction controlled dy 
Henry MeKissick. 

The jury, which began its delib- 
erations after reporting to United 
States District Judge Albert A. 
Ridge, recalled a few witnesses 
from the twenty-first precinct of 
the Second Ward. The jury pre- 
sumably desired to question them 
before making a final decision on 
the return of perjury indictments. 

In its previous sessions, since 
the jury was impaneled July 8, it 
has indicted 17 election officials 
and political workers for vote 
fraud. All are from traditionally 
deliverable “machine ward” areas 
against which Attorney General 
Tom C. Clark efused to proceed 
shortly after the August primary. 
It was held that detailed com- 
plaints at that time did not mani- 
fest evidence of “irregularities” 
coming under federal jurisdiction. 

Perjury Indictment. 

Judge Richard M. Duncan today 
overruled motions for dismissal of 
indictments against William H. 
Costello, a lawyer, who was a 
Democratic election judge in the 
Second Ward, Costello is under in- 
dictment for vote fraud and for 
perjury. 

In addition to the witnesses re- 
called by the jury today there 
were on hand about 30 voters and 
election officials from other Sec- 
ond Ward precincts, presumably 
precingts visited by the “flying 
squadron” of ghost voters in the 
heart of Henry McKissick’s baili- 
wick. Among them was State 
Representative Joseph M. Tanner, 
Democratic precinct captain. 
|. The two previous sets of vote 
fraud indictments were based on 
conditions in First Ward pre-

Witnesses from another First 
Ward precinct were subpenaed by 
the jury at its last session but 
excused temporarily while the jury 
broadens its investigation into im-

Inquiry into Ballot Theft. 

The grand jury is empowered 
also to investigate the blowing of 
the courthouse safe here the night 
of May 27-28, when ballots im- 
pounded by a state grand jury as 
evidence against most of 71 state 
vote fraud defendants were stolen. 
No evidence pertaining to the 
safe-blowing has been placed be- 
fore the jury and no arrests have 
been made. Some of those under 
federal vote fraud indictment 
were in Washington last week 
federal indictments have been 
based in some instances on pre- 
cincts from which the ballots are 
missing. . 

The present Federal Grand 
Jury, it has been indicated, may 
be discharged at the end of next 
week if it completes phases of the 
investigation on its immediate 
agenda. Judge Ridge has indi- 
cated that he may impanel an- 
other jury to carry on the investi- 
gation. 

Richard K. Phelps of this city is 
the special prosecitor assigned 
to the investigation, with a com- 
mission as special assistant attor- 
ney general. At his behest, Attor- 
ney General Clark sent two as- 


sistants, William Paisley, who 


successfully prosecuted former 
Congressman Andrew J. May, and

velopment. In air combat a minor 
differencé in performance char- 
acteristics of aircraft and related 
equipment usually has an imme- 
diate and profound effect upon 
the outcome of the combat. There- 
fore, successful research and de- 
velpoment is a prerequisite to ef- 
fective military air operations. 
RESERVE — The air reserve 
must be efficiently organized and 
thoroughly trained in the latest 
weapons, equipment and tactics, 
and must be adequate to facilitate 
a planned expansion of the mili- 
tary air strength in being to meet 
an emergency. The developments 
of the past war lead obviously to 
the conclusion that any future at- 


will be delivered suddenly and 
with great force. The value of 
reserves is directly proportional 
to the promptness with which 
they can engage in full scale 
operations. To be effective the 
air reserve components must be 
highly trained, properly organized 
and immediately available. 
TRANSPORT — The armed 
forces, should maintain in peace- 
time air transport. services ca- 
pable of furnishing the continu- 
ing milita requirement for air 
transportation, developing tech- 
nique and methods applicable to 
wartime operation, and expanding 
through utilization of cizi] air car- 
riers to meét an emergency. Air 
transportation was utilized exten- 
sively in the past war. With the 
further development of aviation 
there is every reason to believe 
that the us of air transportation 
will be even more extensive in 
any future war. It is essential 
therefore that methods be de- 
veloped for handling mass move- 
ments of military personnel, sup 
plies and equipment by air and 
that the services performing such 
movements be a part of the armed 
forces. Further, in case of 
emergency or mobilization, it 
must be possible to utilize the 


commercial air transport system 
as necessary to augment the mili- 


militia—along the 60-odd rightist 
clandestine military formations. 

These sources say that while

Masquerade of Monopoly 

Joining the Justice Department’s campaign for 
lower prices, the Federal Trade Commission is 
moving against the steel makers. The FTC 
action bears the’ greater promise of the two. 
Flagrant conspiracy is exceptional, but a very 
large part of industry curbs competition in a 
way which the FTC can prosecute. 

Steel and cement are prime examples. Lin- 
seed oil, hardwood flooring, lead, copper and 
other industries have been in court at various 
times, and many others use the same monopolis- 
tic device. The device is the basing-point price, 
which means that the buyer must pay freight 
from a stipulated place of production even if it 
is not the actual place of production. The pur- 
pose of the basing-point is to prevent price com- 
‘petition, 

One result is that buyers often pay for more 
transportation than takes place. Sometimes, to 
be sure, they pay for less. But what right have 
steel makers to enrich one city’s industries and 
impoverish another’ s by juggling freight rates in 
this way? F 

There are four objections to this system, any 
of which should cause its abolishment: - 

First, it weakens producers’ natural ad¥an- 
tages in their local markets. A St. Louis steel 
maker should be able to sell his entire output 
here before any steel is shipped in from Chicago 
But under the basing-point 
scheme, outsiders systematically meet the local 
producer’s delivered prices in St. Louis. They 
“dump” in his market. Unless steel demand is 
high, they cause him to operate below capacity, 
penalizing his payroll and profits. 

Second, shipping from a distance when nearby 
mills could serve is obvious waste of transpor- 
tation. Steel is sometimes even shipped back 
and forth between Pittsburgh and Chicago. Such 
cross-hauling ties up railroad equipment—a par- 
ticularly distressing thing right now, The com- 
modities sold on basing-point schemes are heavy, 
so this wasteful hauling inevitably inflates prices. 

Third, the system eliminates any benefit the 


‘buyer might get from cheaper water transporta- 


tion. The steel may move by barge, but the 
seller collects the saving. : 

Fourth, a number of producers can make iden- 
tical delivered prices only by employing some 
such system, If it were outlawed, they would 

e to compete on prices. Price is the heart 
competition. The heart is eut out in basing- 
int (industries. 
these reasons, Frank A. Fetter, a pioneer 
writer on the subject, laid the greatest blame on 
the basing-point scheme in his book, “The Mas- 
querade of Monopoly.” This “subtle device,” he 
showed, gives® business men “a most effective 
power to secure with their competitors agree- 
ments and common action that otherwise could 
not legally be secured.” It has “a remarkable 
family resemblance to an old practice of dump- 
ing goods in foreign commerce.” It also re- 
sembles the efforts to collect unearned wages in 
the portal-to-portal suits—except the grabbers 
here are employers. 

An indecisive war has been waged on the 
basing-point system for years. In 1945, however, 
the Supreme Court seemingly cleared the way 
for a more successful attack when it forbade 
two corn products refiners the further use of 
this uneconomic device. Mr. Fetter and other 
students took hope that the precedent would 
expand to other industries.

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The Petkov Death Sentence 


Bulgaria, scene of Bernard Shaw’s famous 
satirical play on military life, “Arms and the 
Man,” becomes an earnest proving ground of 
the Truman Doctrine. We refer to the death 
sentence imposed upon Nikola Petkov. The 
charge against the former Cabinet Minister is 
that he conspired to overthrow the Bulgarian 
Fatherland Front Government. In a word, ‘the 
charge is treason, 

Even the quickest ! at this situation should 
be enough to tell freedom loving peoples 
that the Bulgarian Government’s view cannot 
be accepted. If Nikola Petkov is a rebel, it is 
Communist. domination that he has rebelled 
against. If he is a traitor, it is because being a 
friend of the Western Allies makes him a traitor. 

The issue on which Petkov was forced from 
the Bulgarian Cabinet two years ago was the 
self-same one which is now to the fore in Hun- 
gary—free elections. He took the Yalta agree- 
ments seriously and called for freedom of choice 
at the ballot box. To guarantee that freedom of 
choice he urged’ Allied supervision of the elec- 
tions in accordance with Yalta. 

The most damaging testimony against Petkov 
at his conspiracy trial was that he looked on 
himself as the leader of the United States- 
British sponsored group which would take over 
from the Fatherland Front. One witness said 
Petkov had told him that the United States and 
Britain would never allow Bulgaria to be com- 


munized. On such statements as these he has 


been ordered to the firing squad. 

No wonder the American member on the Al- 
Hed Commission at Sofia, Maj. Gen. Walter M. 
Robertson, has demanded that the sentence be 
suspended pending a review of the case. The 
order, on such flimsy complaints, manifestly is 
the “gross miscarriage of justice” which Gen. 
Robertson says it appears to be. To permit it 
to be carried out would be to invite strife and 
bloodshed in Bulgaria in addition to disavowifig 
Petkov and the principles he stands for.

This is the second grave charge by Hughes. 
The first was that Chairman Brewster offered 
to call off the committee investigation if Hughes

American Airways in an overseas monopoly. 
Senator Brewster had a bill to order such a 


' merger. 


Mr. Fulton himself said that he couldn't be 
called “without endangering” Brewster. But the 
Senator denied all the accusations, and now 
other committee members protest that they had 
no ulterior purpose in calling a sudden recess. 

There the matter rests, aggravating suspicion. 

Nothing has been proved by this ‘contradiction 
in words, except that somebody is lying. But 
allegations that Senator Brewster pandered for 
Pan American, and that this airline tried to 
snap up public property, stand neither ale ag 
nor disproved. 

So the reverberations continue where deep 
silence was supposed to ensue, and the charges 
and counter-charges have gone so far, and 
created so much doubt about matters of high 
public trust, that the only satisfactory answer 
will be nothing but the truth. 

The War Investigating Committee has shown 
itself unwilling to search out the behavior of its 
chairman, Senator Brewster. Congress should 
order a full investigation by an agency capable 
of sincere inquiry. 

But the inescapable burden for winnowing the 
truth from the lies and for prosecuting those 
who commit depredations against the public be- 
longs to the Department of Justice, which al- 
ready is investigating. Let it do as vigorous a 


. job as in the case of ex-Congressman May, who 


was sent to prison. 

One swift way to get at basic facts would be 
to call upon a principal in the case, a person 
whose absence so far has been noteworthy. What 
does Juan Trippe, the man behind Pan Ameri- 
can, have to say?

‘The official Russian film of the Nuern- 
berg war criminals trial has begun the 
rounds of motion picture houses in this 
country. 

The duplicity of the Russians has been 
pretty well established in the past two 
years, They stall every international con- 
ference and the Red Army creeps forward 


behind every curtain of confusion. 


But for our atomic bomb, one informed 
observer wrote the other day, the Soviet 
flag would now be flying at every port on 
the Atlantic in Europe. And he might have 
added at every Asiatic port on the Pacific. 


+ Well, that isn’t the future the Soviets 
promised the world in the Nuernberg film. 
If anyone needs an eye-opener about 
U.S. S. R. foreign policy, all he needs to- do 


‘is to listen to the promises made by the 


spokesman for the Kremlin as the sound 
track of the picture unwinds to its end in 
the morgue inside Nuernberg prison where 
the arch German conspirators were 
stretched out. 


Not for Entertainment 


The Russians make no films for enter- 
tainment solely, This one has a theme, a 
heart-warming theme, all about how ag- 
gression doesn’t pay and will not be per- 
mitted in the world again, all about the 
right of people everywhere to be free. 


But the promises of the picture do not 
mesh with the actions of the Kremlin since 
it was made, The lie the Soviets are living 
hits the auditor with the force of a head-on 
collision of cement trucks. 

The way they took over their nearest 
neighbors may be dimmed a little in the 
memory of theater-goers by the time that 
has elapsed since, but what they are doing 
in Austria and Germany today by sealing 
off their occupation zones, in France by 
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infiltrating into politidal power, in China 
by prompting the Communists and in Korea 
by preventing the creating of a united front 
party in absolute defiance of their solemn 
pledge at Potsdam, is news that jumps out 
at newspaper readers and radio listeners 
almost every hour of the day and night. 


If it wasn't well understood that the Rus- 
sian party line can and does change over- 
night, this would all be very perplexing. It 
is possible that there was a moment when 
Russia thought it would co-operate with 
the rest of the world to restore peace, and 
that during this spasm of lucidity the film 
continuity was written. But now the line 
has changed, and how! 


Good to Break a Hex 


We're glad the Russian reel is owned out- 
right in this country, having been bought 
by a firm of film brokers, and can be kept 
here. It is good theater. It is good hifbtory. 


But most of all it is good for breaking 
any hypnotic spells that may still be hexing 
well-intentioned Americans whose mental 
astigmatism does-not let them focus on the 
whole story of Russia's geo-political ag- 
gression. 


Responsibility for World War III, if it 
has to come, will be stitched tightly to the 
Kremlin by Stalin’s words, spoken through 
his commentator in a Moscow movie 
studio, that you can’t move into another 
fellow’s country uninvited and take over 
without setting the wogld on fire. And that 
in the conflagration the bad man meets 
his doom. 


Prophecy of doom for those who trespass 
usually goes unheeded by the prophet who 
sets up “the perfect crime.” The only logi- 
cal conclusion to be reached today is that 
Russia thinks it has learned by Hitler's and 
Mussolini's mistakes how to commit “the

The first scientific movement to main- 
tain the nation’s most priceless resource— 
the land—has just passed its tenth anni- 


_ versary. 


During its 10 years as an agency 
of the Department. of Agriculture, the Soil 
Conservation Service has expanded its 
scope to more than 1900 districts covering 
over one bition acres, or nearly 60 per cent 
of the country’s farm land, 

Much of the service’s considerable suc- 
cess springs from its intelligent decen- 
tralized method of operation. Actually the 
farmers thémselves set up the conserva- 
tion districts and avail themselves of tech- 
nical information and guidance supplied by 
the Government, ; 

This includes instruction in such prac- 


tices as crop rotation, contour plowing, 
proper use of pastureland to avoid over- 
grazing, preservation of timber to prevent 
excess runoff, drainage, irrigation and the 
like, 

Though the extent of Soil Conservation 
Service activities is not nearly great 
enough, considering the amount of land 
being ruined through malpractices and 
erosion, its work is of tremendous signifi- 
cance, It is the first essential, for instance, 
in any comprehensive plan for flood con- 
trol. 

It amounts to elementary recognition that 
the land, instead of being something to be 
squandered at the will ef its present hold- 
ers, is a public trust that must be main- 
tained for the generations to come.

Between Book End 
White Man of Harlem 


AM CROW AMERICA ‘by Bari Conrad. (Dvell, Sess 

& Pearce, New York *. 

Karl Conrad vacatiohed in Orlando, Fla. 
14 years ago. Shocked and perplexed at 
the racial discrimination that went unchalb- 
lenged, he asked himself: “What were they 
trying to make themselves and others be- 
lieve? What was up, anyway? 

“Was it only Negro America thet was 
suffering from this? The thing Was se 
enormous that one had to look for an . 
planation. What were its roots? Why was 
the belief in white supremacy in the South 
such a virulent and ubiquitous thing? 
There must be a reason, Something must 
have happened. What?” 

It took years of reading, thinking, writ- 
ing and associating with Negroes before he 
found himself, a white man, with a full 
time job on a Negro newspaper in Harlem. 
Always the old questions buzzed in his 
head. This book's uniqueness lies in the 
answers he found. Believing that Jim Crow 
was born out of the “historic development 
of our economic and political institutions 
Conrad quarrels with Gunnar Myrdal, whe 
in his The American Dilemma” sees the 
Negro problem originating in, the Ameri 
can mind,

The author is no weak crusader. He 
slams out at American capital's “divide 
and rule” theory, segregated housing, the 
quislings among Negroes, the folly of the 
poverty-stricken South trying to maintain 
two of everything, the detrimental philoso- 
phy of Booker T. Washington, the doctrine 
of states’ rights which allows Southern 
states to do as they please with the Ne 
gro citizenry, Eastern capital upholding 
Southern reactionaries like Talmadge. He 
calls names and gives quotes. He leaves 
no doubt that he is dead serious. 

If he seems harsh toward the South. he 
also points an accusing finger at the North 
and the unspeakable sordidness of its 
Negro ghettos. He doesn’t pass up the Ne- 
gro press, which for the most part protests 
violently but gives its election-time support 
to the highest bidder. 

Conrad sees hope for integration in the 
ranks of labor, a conscience-stricken 
Church and such olated experiments as 
the Springfield plan and the A. Ritchie 
Low project in Vermont.

Congress Described as Most 
Important Since Out- 
break of War. 


The Fourth International Can- 
cer Research Congress, to be held 
in St. Louis from Sept. 2 through 
Sept. 7, was described by Dr. E. V. 
Cowdry, president, today as the 
most important international gath- 
ering of medical scientists since 


the outbreak of World War . 
Specialists from 35 nations 
attend. 2 

“During the war,” Dr. Cowdry 
said, “little information circulated 
among nations on cancer e 
search.” Such research con 
however, despite the war. As this 
is the first Congress on cancer in 
eight years, he said that “we look . 
forward with considerable interest 
to the reports.” 

Dr. Cowdry added that “now 
that peace again permits a free 
flow of information between men 
of science throughout the world, 
we hope to lay a foundation for 
a concerted international effort to 
solve the tragically difficult prob- 
lems of cancer causes and cures.” 

The Congress is sponsored by 
the Union Internationale Contre 
Le Canter and the American As- 
sociation for Cancer Research. 
Among the countries to be repre- 
sented are Argentina, Australia, 
Austria, Belgium, Canada, Chile, 
China, Colombia, Cuba, Czecho- 
slovakia, Denmark, England, 
France, Greece, Holland, , India, 
Iran, Iraq, Italy, Java, Korea, 
Mexico, Norway, Panama, Peru, 
the Philippines, Scotland, Siam, 
Sweden, Switzerland, Tunisia, 
Turkey and Uruguay. 

The United States Department 
of State invited all recognized 
governments to send delegates. 
Special visas were granted by the 
American Government.

Given a Majority. 

There the heavy Communist and 
pro-Communist Socialist majority 
of the delegates representing 5. 
775,000 members elected Commu- 
nist Labor Boss Giuseppe di Vit- 
torio “responsible” general secre- 
tary of the confederation, and 
gave the Communists a half-plus- 
one majority in the executive 
committee. A big, tough man, 
with a bull voice, Di Vittorio is 
„ veteran of the Spanish Civil 
War. 

The Communist general secre- 
tary of the Milan Chamber of

John told us about 
a pair of boots he has his eye on 
which have the American flag 
on each boot, complete to the last 
star and stripe, all done in red, 
white and blue leather, with a 
spread-eagle design on the back, 
which cost $150. He had the air 
of a man who won't be happy 
until he gets them, despite the 
fact that he now owns more than 
a dozen pair. 

The association, John said, get- 
ting back to more practical things, 
may seem to have taken some of 
the glamor out of such shows, but 
it has also corrected a lot of evils, 
and now the cowboy who risks 
his neck bulldogging a steer 
knows where he stands. 

Even the whole rodeo business 
has been standardized and placed 
on a business-like basis. In 1946 
there were 650 rodeos approved 
by the International Rodeo Asso- 
ciation. The association publishes 
a book each year giving place and 
date of the major rodeos from 
coast to coast, and a cowboy who 
wants to risk his life for prize 
money has only to pay his ten 
bucks dues to the cowboys’ asso- 


sicians, electricians, sound men, 
publicity men, ushers, ticket- 
takers, vendors and what not. 
Last year the rodeos approved by 
the association paid out nearly 
two million dollars in prize 
money. 

Chief among the evils which 
has been corrected by both asso- 
ciations is the elimination of the 
unscrupulous, fly-by-night pro-

few horses, a dozen calves and a 
few steers, could stage a rodeo, 
inviting cowboys to enter by pay- 
ing a $25 entrance fee. The en- 
trance fee money was then di- 
vided up for prizes and the boys 
only got their own money back 
and maybe a little of some of the 
other cowboys’ money, if they 
were prize winners. Sometimes 

producers would skip with 
everything. 

Now there are rules stating 
what percentage of the proceeds 
shall go for. prizes, and the pro- 
ducer has to post the prize money 
before the show begins. Stock 
must be of uniform size so that 
one contestant won’t have to bull- 
dog a steer as big as a mule 
where the next man may get one 
half the size. The rules also re- 
strict the contestants. No, man is 
allowed to ride the same horse 
twice. If he is a calf roper he 
mever gets the same calf twice 
and if he is a bull-dogger he 
never draws the same steer twice.

T is not only with reference to 
| a woman spoken of as being “on 

the shelf” that this phrase is 
familiar. It is used in the book 
business of titles which on longer 
sell, and variously with the same 
implication. However, it is as 
the well-known slang allusion to 
the “old maid” that it is most 
often identified, 

The reader who makes this in- 
quiry will perhaps be surprised to 
find how far back the phrase can 
be traced in English literature, It 
had recorded use as early as 1575 
in the “Works” of George Gas- 
coigne, in this intriguing context:

Under date of 1815 
we find it in the Dispatches of the 
“Duke of Wellington” as compiled 
by Lt. Col. Gurwood, in this con- 
nection: Alava would then be laid 
upon the shelf if he had not his 
situation here to return to.” 

Again with reference to employ- 
ment, Croker in “Boswell’s John- 
son” (1831) says this: “His friend, 
General Oglethorpe, who, after ac- 
quittal by a court-martial, was (to 
a vulgar but expressive 
phrase) put upon the shelf.”
